The recent unprecedented use of a 1968 law against."advocating the over- 
throw of the government" represents an extremely serious attack on anyone 
who wants change in this country. While directed in particular against the 


ax\this blatantly political ~Party,.and its newspaper), the Revolutionary Worker, 


this blatantly political repression requires nothing less than immediate, 
concrete and public opposition from people of all walks of life. 


The two RCP supporters who were arrested on August 25th are still ‘if ‘ 
When the bail on the "advocating the overthrow” charge was reduced to $500 
each the judge who had convicted the two on city misdemeanors raised their 
bond on the appeal of those to $1000 (from $200)--and both of the only two 
bondsmen in the city of East Point have refused to bail them out. Meanwhile 
District Attorney Slaton was publically implying that all the charges 

were being dropped to try end put a Seer to any public outcry against the 
court's actions. 


In the shadow of. this on September 17 a vicious outrage occurred. Dianne 
Monroe, an RCP supporter, and Ahmad°Talebi-Naged were sentenced to a maximum 
sentence=-12 months hard time--for "misuse of the American flag" (stemming - 
from a demonstration in support of the Iranian revolution last November).
